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DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant amendment to the specification and drawings are entered. Applicant's 
amendments to claims 41-43 are not entered as they raise new issues that would 
require further search and/or consideration. Because the amendments are not entered, 
arguments for claims 41-43 are not considered since they are directed towards the 
amended claims. 

Applicant's remarks were also fully considered. As per independent claims 1,13, 
18, 30, 46, and 47, applicant argues that Richards does not teach the first encryption 
key being used to decrypt the first region. This argument was raised before and was 
already traversed, see the paragraph which spans pages 3-4 of the Final Office action 
issued on 2/14/2007. 

Applicant also argued that the secret key was never transmitted as recited in the 
independent claims, that instead the secret key was already located within the card. 
Applicant cited column 7, lines 57-62 for support of the argument. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The portion cited by applicant discloses the secret key being 
loaded, i.e. transmitted, to the card by a CA via a card acceptance device. 

Applicant's remaining arguments are towards the dependent claims being 
allowable due to dependency. However, because the arguments for the independent 
claims are traversed, the dependent claims are also not allowable. 
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
